unopenible tiridves without being “broken” 
like shotgun barrels. 

Sometimes fag rolled down the valley, 
stayed twice the clock around, and ltl ted 
river tarees: “There came sleet andl sanded 
streets. Ona few davs, shert, bright, and 
cald, Buda'’s crescent of hills seemed in the 
clear air to draw nearer and huddle arcund 
Pest's warm chimneys, like Hungarian 
flainsmen about their autumn fires.

We traveled two weeks among Danube 
folk.

The thought of dismembered Hungary 
addened me at first. Maps of the proud 
old tuition were like strange pictures of 4 
strong man living without arms and legs. 
T remember, too, a pointing of a bowed old 
Hussar, battle-scarred and gray, his fight- 
ing lesions marching only across dim 
shadows of his memory. 

Postwar treaties forbade large armies to 
the Central Powers. Might another nation 
disavow her covenant, rebuild her fighting 
forces, reassert ber ancient oght te power 
wid to glory? 

Hungary has not. 

Few sons of that Fatherland march. to 
martial miisic, Not all) its bacon, stigar, 
Wheat, and pink goose livers are sold to 
buy new guns.

Danube forms are snug and  foodl- 
stocked. Unworried seem the mothers: of 
varetree, Having children, ‘Weary farmers 
rest, smoke, and sip their wine when diay 
18 done, SLrong. sons, unoonscripted, are 
ready to help them. 

That frontiers are nearer, that pomp and 
power and pageantry have faded, matter 
litte on the farm. 

We drove across the little Kingdom to 
the colder, rocky hichlands north of Buda- 
pest, where Hungary's new frontier is the 
Tpaly River, 

The Nogrid county prison in Balassa- 
eyormat is an old round tower. From a 
high window we looked across the frozen

SMUGGLING ACKOSS A NEW FRONTIER 

Men were exercising in the snowy yard.

TRADE, NOT WAR, WAS THE UROE 


Fighting on the water, perhaps, tad Jess 
to do with the development of ships than 
did man's peacetime pursuits, his restless 
urge slways te find and see mew Lunds, ane 
to zoin wealth by barter with faraway 
people for salt, amber, and shaves. 

One primitive craft, in use to this chav, ts 
the Polynesian catamaran, shown in Mate 
IT. Anyone who has lived in the Mhilip- 
pines or cruised the waters of the South 
Pucitic knows this outrigger sailing canoe 
and its age-old use in interisland traffic, 

Aboard this catamaran, long centuries 
ito, dusky adventurers from Asiatic coasts, 
guided only by stars, the flight of birds, 
ur instinct, sailed for coniniless watery miles 
ott into the Pacific. Hawai, Easter Telund. 
and New #enland were all colonized by 
these daring sailurs, There & some evi- 
dence that a few of them even reached the 
coasts af Mexico and South America. 

Look ot their small, flimsy catamaran, 
and reflect that ibotnarid yeirs 20, and 
more, sailors hud no coffee, annir, canned 
goods, concensed milk, or hordtack to sus- 
tain the ship's company om long vovages— 
not even a comps. Yet these self-reliant 
brown men, taking women and children 
along, carrying wager in. gourds and oocn- 
nut shells, or catching [t in straw mats when 
rain fell, crossed] ihe widest ocean in. the 
world to colonize virgin tslands: 

Far better boats existed, ever then, than 
the Polynesians’ catamaran; but the South 
mea ionders did not know it. Such larger 
thts hac been developed in the Mediter- 
ranean, where world commerce was born. 

To catty Roman wine and wool ta Eeypt 
and to bring back wrain and cotton called 
for cargo ships with spacious hulls. 

To keep out waves, protect cargo, and 
strengthen the ship. itself decks were in- 
vented. 
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cored twice a year by & lante New York department shore. 


Higher masis, wider spread of sits. beet- 
ler ropes and rigging, heavier anchors 
ll these were slowly developed, through 
trial ard error, by many widely separated, 
aquatic-minded peoples. 

Though history records no famous voy- 
wes made by Egyplian mavigators, il was 
from early Egipt that shipbuilding meas 
apread to Phoenicia, Greece, and later to 
Rome—even through the Red Sea to the 
Lirhent. 





CHINESE USED COMPASS AND A RUDDER 


The Chinese jonk (Plate [1]) Gears a 
strong resemblance to pictures of ancient 
Evyptian craft, expecially in the shape oi 
the hull.

THE MERUHARTS OF VENICE 


Medieval Venice gained the peak of 
wealth and power with her Mediterranean 
merchant feet that carried goods between 
Rurope and the Near Fest. During the 
(Crusades it was lurgely the ships of the 
merchants of Venice that carried troops 
a) supplies for Palestine campaions. 

Plate TV portrays a Venetion galley: such 
were the fighting crait when (Christian alles 
under Den John of Austria defeated the 
Turks at the Battle of Lenanto in 1571. 
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In that battle larger vessels carried 100 
creashowmen, 40 cannon, and catapults for 
throwing stones. Power canw from. P30 
talley slaves. chained to their long sweeps 
and whipped savagely upen their naked 
backs to make them pull hard, in steacly 
rhythm. 

In Greek and Roman galleys oars were 
arranged in two or more tiers, “The Vene 
tinns abolish this system, installing all 
ows on the same level. ‘The rowers, how- 
ever, sat on two or three different levels, 
with the benches inclined in stich a way ms 
to leave each man’s motions free from mter- 
ference by the others. 

The oars of each growp of two or three 
rowers projected through the same open- 
ing or “rewlock.”

COLUMEDS'’S FLAGSHIP SMALLEW THAN 
WANY MODERN YACHTS 


We look now ot models of the tiny 
carevels of Columbas, and ate amazed that 
in craft so frail he dared = much. We 
might set hls whole feet, the Prota, Nine, 
and Senta Maria, upon the decks of the 
new Cneen Afary (page 33) and sill have 
roam to ‘drill a regiment of infantry. 

Yet, in their day, these were stout little 
ships, developed Ly man after centuries of 
experience with Evy ptian Nile and coastal 
craft, Chinese junks, Phoenician trocers, 
Arab dhiws, and Roman gallevs. succes- 
sive rungs of man’s maritime ladder, 

Columbus's flagship, the carave! Santa 
Maria (Plate Vii, was a type of vessel 
developed by the Portuguese in the course 
of their explorations about Africa; she had 
better lines than the old cargo carriers, 
sailed faster, and mancuvered better. Yet 
she was only 128 feet long—about as big 
a fair-sized vacht of today! 

Despite their small size, often less than 
100 tons, curavels became famous for sea- 
worthiness on long vovages; Vasco du 
Gama used one in rounding the Cape of 
trood Hope: so did Magellan, in his pioneer 
circumnavigation of the vlobe. 

ene the doors to s new world-wide

Drake scraped his ship's bettem hard 
hy what is now San Francisco Bay, crossed 
the Pacific to the East Indies, and sailed 
home around the Cape of Good Hope, 
Rich with spoils from Spanish ships, he 
reached England after an absence of nearly 

In those adventurous days some. muari- 
time nations built men-of-war of unprece- 
dented size, called “great ships.” As early 
as the 15th century the Portuguese hal 
vessels of 2,000 tons carrying 1,000 men 

und 40 guns, Spain followed Portugal as 
mistress of the seas, using “ 
tw trade with her New World colonies aru! 
to carry home fabulous treasure in gold 
and silver, 

When the proud Spanish Armada con- 
centrated lis forces to crush Britain's rising 
sen power in LS88, the Ark Revel, of 800 
tons and 34 guns, was the English ‘flagship 
(Plate VITT). Many types of ships from 
valleys. to galleons took part in this deci- 
sive battle. 

The British had 197 fighting craft to the 
Spaniards’ 130 or so; but they were smaller 
and less heavily armed. Britain's superior- 
ity lay i the greater mobility of her men- 
of-war, in pdvanced seamanship, and in 
gunnery. After some ten days of fighting 
and maneuvering, terrific Channel storms 
wroitivht havoc among the invading feet, 
driving the Spaniards north around the 
Hritish: Tshes. 

Fully half the ships of the great Armada 
were wrecked on the coasts of England, 
otha , the Orkney Islands, anc Ireland, 
or sank im the open sea.

There is little doubt that. during the last 
century of sail, American merchant ships 
were the world’s best: for speed and sim 
wir hiness. 

Probahly lack of money Jed ta elimina- 
tion of the ornate anid top-heavy forecastles 
and cabins that were characteristic of for- 
eign-built ships, But simple superstruc- 
tures. made for trimmer and handier ships,

Many influences obliged America to 
build better ships. Our geographical posi- 
tion forced us to make very Jong voyages; 
lack of oval protection meant that we 
must design ships speedy enough to show 
their heels to sea enemies.

type, until about 1820, was the trim armed 
brig of some 200 tons, shown in Plate Xv. 

More size and speed came with the trans-

THE GLOKY OF THE CLIPPERS 


There followed the enduring glury of 
the American clippers, most wondrous sail 
ing vessels of any age. Unheard-ol speeds, 
foster even that those of many steame rs. 
were-attained by increasing the proportion 
of length to beam, by making. the beows 
toncave, and by carry ing enormous sprends 
of canvas even in heavy weather. Capable 
captains and able seamen “drove” their 
ships as ships had never been driven before. 

Master designer of Yankee clippers was 
Donald Mckay, a native of Nova Seotia, 
who came to the United Stutes in 1527, 
From his Bast Boston yaril was launched 
a succession of history-making. ships, 

Afost talked about and still living in 
song and story was the Flying Clo | Plate 
IX). Twice she sailed around the Horn 
from New York to San Francisco in the 
record for that time pf 89 days. During 
four days of heavy, favorable goles, she 
averaged more thin 15 miles per hour, 

With his 2,400-ton Sovereign af the Seis, 


then the workd’s largest merehant ship, 
McKay hoped to better the J iving (fowd"s 
eer or ence. 

Attempting to break the record reund- 
ing the Horn, thé Sovereign lost her mast. 
Liter, however, in: 1853, she did break all 
previews records for sustained speed ander 
canvas, averaging 17434 knots for 24 hours 
and on short grrotches logging over 19 
Ens! 

Two McKay ships built for the Liver- 
pool-Australia trade, the James Haines and 
Lightuing, set world records for speed 
under sail that have never been surpassed. 

The Bemes. swept across. the Atlantic 
from Boston to Liverpool in 12 days and 
six hours, the fnstest transatlantic port-io- 
part passage ever made by a sailing ship. 
The same vessel also set the round-the- 
world record of 134 days, attaining ai 
times a speed of 2) knots! 

Lightning made the greatest day's nun 
in the annals of sul, 446 nautical miles, 
which is the equal of many a modern liner’s 
top performance. Only the advent of steam 
could have driven such a periect sailing 
machine from the seas. 





THE TAME OF THE “CONSTITUTION” 


Superiority of America’s ships in the Inst 
century of sail wos also refiected by her 
men-of-war, 

In three straight victories the frigate 
Constifvtion (Plate VIT) became the most 
celebrated of our ships, and has ever since 
been revered as o symbol of American pu- 
trintism and fighting courage. Recently 
restored, she is preserved at the Baston 
Navy Vird asa cherished national memo- 
rial to the glory of the infant Navy. 

The steam frigate Mississippi, Commo- 
dore Perrys fagsnip on his mission to alter 
the isolationist policy of Japan, was the 
caine Vessel that had flown his flag as com- 
meander in chiel during the Mexican War 
{Plate XT). 

Perry's fleet anchored in ¥edo (now 
Tokyo) Hay, facing Kurthama, from 
whence he went ashore to present Presi- 
dent Filhmore's Jetier, Southwest, on Tsu

WOMEN'S WORK IN JAPAN 


By Mary A. Nourse 


™ URING the fourteen years 1 lived 

Pin China [ went often to Japan for 

one to three months, Each time I 

wis tere fascinated with this ariental coun- 

try nnd hoped sometime to visit it more 

thoroughly. After twelve vears’ absence 

from the Orient my wish came true, and in 

the summer of 1936 [ returned to Japan 

tor a Year to sted its history, institutions, 
ant! social customs, 

Always [ was struck with the unigiie 
fairt the women of Japan play in its eco- 
nomic and industrial life. As E visited 
Jopunese families, went through factories, 
efices, andl schools, and walked miles both 
in city and country with my caniera, the 
herding becks and placiel Faces of the 
women, Oo and youn, became a vivid im- 
age which | never could quite dismiss fram 
my mind, 

Everywhere | was confronted with woren 
working at all manner of jobs. 

Only in two places did [ miss her—in 
jobs requiring skilled manipulation of ma- 
chinery, dnd in government and profes- 
sional positions, Everywhere else, bowed! 
often under the weight of a chile) on her 
back, she cheerfully bears her lull shore of 
the work of the Nation; frequently the 
heavier end of the howl is hers, 


HOUSEKEEPING A LIGHT ‘TASH 


One reason for her undertaking so many 
outside occupations is that homemaking 
appears ao ominor problem of Japanese 
women. Hoses: are fragile. wooden struc- 
lures, unpainted, with sliding paper win- 
dows and puirtitin. The tiny one or two

A minimum of time and labor is-required 
to et the family started every morning. 
Hed quilts wre rolled up and put away in a 
closet, Chopsticke and bowls are rinsed

Even the daily cooking takes little time. 
Pish are rice are the staples. Fish is often 
eaten tauw, and rice may be cooked at any 
time aml set aside in a wooden tub to be 
served onli. 

Vegetables ore few. Peas are cooked in 
the pod, and the hig-white carrots and cal 
lages are plekled, In slack sewsons they 
are cut up and salted down in large woolen 
fuckets and kept ready for instant con- 
SUMP ion, 

Other hawsehold duties are quickly dane. 
Kacept among the well-to-do, the general 
custom of going tu public baths and buring 
ready-made clothing frees the women from 
many hours of heuwsework, The cothon 
Kimones are washed out and hung to dry on 
poles run through the gheves: Stretching 
un the pole is the only ironing necessary.

Te the onlooker, the job itself seems to 
be most trying, since each girl has to witch 
constantly the silk feeding onto 20 spindles.
